* Walter Raleigh was to have done his majeſty 
ſervice, if he ſhould have been pleaſed to employ 
him; yet, to give them content, he hath” not 
ſpared him, when by preſerving him he might 
have given great ſatisfaction to his ſubjects, and 
had at command, upon all occaſions, as | uſeful 
a man as ferved any prince in Chriſtendom *. 
Raleigh was the younger brother. of à good 
family, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf both in the ſea 
and lcd ſervices. His artful addreſs recom- 
mumended him early to the favor of Elizabeth, and 
i he maintained it to her death, in oppoſition to 
the frequent prevalency of a contrary faction. 
On the fair opportunity which the acceſſion of 
the Stewarts offered, ſome articles were by him 
intimated to reſtrain the prerogative : Cecil, to 
make his court effectually, and -cruſh the man 
wWhoſe ſuperior talents were the objects of his envy 
and his fear, fruſtrated the attempt, and diſco- 
vered it to James. Hence ſprung the primary 
motive of that hatred which at length brought 
this reſpectable genius to a premature fate. On 
his trial for treaſon, Cecil, though of the ſame 
faction, and an avowed friend, appeared with 
the invidious malice of an inveterate enemy. The 
ſentence of death then paſſed upon him was ex.
